Report from Libau — Status of cholera in Russia — Examination of 

emigrants. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon De Forrest reports, March 5 : 
Reports of the status of cholera in Russia show for St. Petersburg 
from March 1 to 5, March 3 not included, 50 cases and 19 deaths; for 
Jaroslav from the beginning of the epidemic to March 1, 43 cases and 
18 deaths. New cases and deaths were reported at Jaroslav and 
Rubinsk March 1. 

The steamship IAtuania sailed March 5. Five days previous to 
the sailing of the vessel 1,199 emigrants were examined. Of this num- 
ber 928, the full number which the vessel could accommodate, sailed. 
They were reexamined on the day of sailing.

Sydney. — Month of December, 1908. Estimated population, 577,- 
180. Total number of deaths, 531, including enteric fever 7, scarlet 
fever 1, diphtheria 2, and 36 from tuberculosis. 

— Six weeks 
ended February 6, 1909. Estimated population of State, 1,237,998; 

Deaths from 
contagious diseases were: Enteric fever 28, scarlet fever 1, and 10 
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from diphtheria. Cases: Enteric fever 572, scarlet fever 155, diph- 
theria 131. 

Austria-Hungary — Brunn. — Month of January, 1909. Esti- 
mated population, 108,944. Total number of deaths, 246, including 
tuberculosis 46, diphtheria 1, whooping cough 2, and 1 from measles. 

Brazil — Ceara. — Month of January, 1909. Estimated popula- 
tion, 55,000. Total number of deaths, 84, including enteric fever 5, 
whooping cough 1, and 10 from tuberculosis. 

Pernambuco. — Month of January, 1909. Estimated population, 
210,000. Total number of deaths, 596, including measles 1, small- 
pox 35, and 107 from tuberculosis. 

Sao Paulo, Santos, and Campinas. — Six weeks ended February 7, 
1909. Estimated population 300,000. Total number of deaths 
1,212, including smallpox 16, measles 15, scarlet fever 4, diphtheria 
5, enteric fever 8, whooping cough 4, and 98 from tuberculosis. 

Canada — British Columbia — Vancouver. — Month of February, 1909. 
Estimated population, 66,500. Total number of deaths, 51, including 
7 from tuberculosis. Cases: Smallpox 3, measles 18, scarlet fever 
13, diphtheria 1, whooping cough 12, and enteric fever 2.

France — Calais. — Month of February, 1909. Estimated popula- 
tion, 80,000. Total number of deaths, 129, including enteric fever 2, 
diphtheria 2, measles 2, whooping cough 1, and 28 from tuberculosis. 

Marseille. — Month of February, 1909. Estimated population, 
517,498. Total number of deaths, 1,099, including diphtheria 3, 
enteric fever 26, measles 17, and 104 from tuberculosis. 

St. Etienne. — Two weeks ended February 28, 1909. Estimated 
population, 150,000. Total number of deaths, 141, including diph- 
theria 1, scarlet fever 1, and 13 from tuberculosis. 

Nice. — Month of January, 1909. Estimated population, 150,881. 
Total number of deaths, 296, including diphtheria 2, enteric fever 3, 
and 31 from tuberculosis. 

Toulon. — Month of January, 1909. Estimated population, 105,000. 
Total number of deaths, 207, including typhus fever 4, and 1 from 
diphtheria. 
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Geeat Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended February 
27, 1909, correspond to an annual rate of 19.1 per 1,000 population, 
which is estimated at 16,445,281. 

London. — One thousand eight hundred and forty-nine deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles 94, scarlet fever 8, diph- 
theria 18, enteric fever 2, whooping cough 35, tuberculosis 158, and 
14 from diarrhea. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual 
rate of 19.9 per 1,000. In Greater London 2,621 deaths were regis- 
tered. In the "outer ring" the deaths included 14 from measles, 1 
from scarlet fever, 17 from diphtheria, whooping cough 2, and 1 from 
enteric fever. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended February 27, 1909, in the 21 prin- 
cipal town districts of Ireland was 23.0 per 1,000 of the population, 
which is estimated at 1,142,308. The lowest rate was recorded in 
Portadown, viz, 10.3, and the highest in Lurgan, viz, 31.0 per 1,000. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended February 27, 1909, correspond to an annual rate of 20.0 
per 1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,839,038. The 
highest rate of mortality was recorded in Dundee, viz, 21.9, and the 
lowest in Leith, viz, 12.8 per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths 
registered from all causes was 714, including measles 3, diphtheria 14, 
scarlet fever 3, enteric fever 6, and 40 from whooping cough. 

Greece — Patras. — Two weeks ended February 28, 1909. Esti- 
mated population, 40,000. Total number of deaths, 27, including 
scarlet fever, 1, and 6 from tuberculosis. 

Panama— Panama, Colon, and Canal Zone. — Month of January, 
1909. Estimated population, 126,999. Total number of deaths, 242, 
corresponding to an annual death rate of 22.86 per 1,000, including 
enteric fever 2, malarial fever 27, beriberi 5, measles 1, and 24 from 
tuberculosis. Of this number 39 occurred among the employees or 
the Isthmian Canal Commission and Panama Railroad Company, 
corresponding to an annual death rate of 10.98 per 1,000, of which 
7.89 'per 1,000 was due to disease, including malarial fever 4, enteric 
fever 1, and 3 from tuberculosis. Total number of employees, 
42,607. 

Russia — Odessa. — Period from October 17 to December 26, 1908. 
Estimated population, 467,000. Total number of deaths, 2,043, in- 
cluding enteric fever 74, "tecarlet fever 80, diphtheria 34, measles 6, 
whooping cougn 13, tuberculosis 279, typhus fever 1, and 6 from 
smallpox. 

Estimated popu- 
lation, 184,008. Total number of deaths, 172, including diphtheria 1, 
and 15 from tuberculosis.
